they drove 
the prospectors 
from the 
range 
until 
the 
troops succeeded 
in 
driving them all out of the country,

The past year 
has been very dry up to within the last 
three weeks; practically no rain

fallen for nearly a year, and the losses 
of cattle throughout 
the territory are 
already 
larger 
than lor seven 
years. 
Joseph Land, cattle inspector for Ben- 
son and Pantano Districts, 
estimates

son, at 12 per cent,, and on the lower 
San Pedro 50 per cent, up to the pres- 
ent time. 
New grasses have been start- 
ed by recent showers, and if ihe rain

and calves on the ranges will 
survive 
the Summer. 
Steers are hardier and 
will not suffer so much.
